in fixed carbon, £-2 to 94 per cent. lo*v 
in ash, 5 to 7 per cent., and sulphur 
must be below one ]>er cent, 


There is another item to be consid- 


er?d regarding; coke which is equally 
as important as any ot the above re- 
quirements, and that is cell structure. I 
This feature is referred to by somo 
manufacturers 
a^ "burden carrying" 


qualities and by others as having a 
"high crushing power." 
This means 


that the coke is hard in structure, thus 
enabling it to carry a large weight ot 
iron in the cupola without crumbling. 


The best foundry coke Is known as 


72-hour coke, and i£ the analysis and 
eel! structure are right, the coke will 
be hard ana'flinty, and when handling 
will have a sharp, metallic ring, while 
the poorer grades will have a dead, 
soft sound, more tike soft sandstone. 


The 72-hour coke described 
above 


should have a white crystaJIine appear- 
ance, and when you brealc a 
large 


I'ICCG it should have this same white 
appearance clear through. It fa bettor 
as a nsl*1 if it be coarse, but thcr*» is 
pome very good coke small in size, but 
exceptionally hard and flinty in

Will Be Set Out Thi« 


Spring. 


THOUSANDS ARE NOW GROWING 


Reforestation of Mined Out Lands 


Begun. Under Direction of Superin- 
tendent J«mc« Lynch Witt Be In- 
creased. 


Th« H. C. Frick 
Coko Company 


which has been practicing the refor- 
estration plan of some, of their worked 
out coal lands, conserving them with 
young woodlots, and growing their, 
own pit posts and lies which wil! come 
into use within u few years, will furth- 
er extend these operations during the 
present year. 
' James .Lynch, superintendent at the 
Valley works of this company, near 
Scottdale, started 
tao 
work 
about 


three years ago on what Is known as 
the Lawyer tract, made up ot several 
farms on the Connellsville road be- 
tween Pennsville and Scottdale. There 
are about 200 acres of land there plant- 
ed to forest trees, nearly 100,000 
of 


them now growing: nicely, and com- 
prising oak, chestnut, catalpa "and 
English larch. 


These have been growing Tor three 


years and each spring additions are 
made to the forests there. This year 
the plan will* likely be extended to 
other lands of the Prick concern. Be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 
little 
trees 


will be planted in the Lawyer tract this 
spring, the tract being one from which 
coal _is being mined for use at the 
Valley works, and which is well adapt- 
ed to the forestry idea. 


All farmers of the company are en- 


couraged to grow .trees, and many of 
them will attend the demonstrations 
to be given in Westmoreland and Fay- 
ette counties next week, by "experts 
from the State Department of Agri- 
culture. These men will be n.t Greens- 
burg and Scottdale the middle of the 
we'ek. 


When the Frick company started 


their tree planting they had an expert 
from the Forestry Service come to in- 
spect their lands, and suggest the best 
trees to grow there and which would 
prove most valuable for the uses of the 
big coal and coke company. The ex-

There is the Influence of 
sellers having, gotten over their scare 
of a few weeks ago, when they allow- 
ed prices to crumble so rapidly; llie 
influence of the reports rhat ihe move 
to establish a central selling agency 
has met with serious snags; the influ- 
ence of the. threatened suspension gf ' 
coal mining in the union districts, and 
the 
resultant 
boosting of 
all 
fuel 


prices; and, lastly, the influence of a 
tendency towards lower prices for pig 
iron. 
Some of these influences are 


favorable and some unfavorable, hut 
upon the whole tho coke market, has 
improved in tone. It is. however, far 
from satisfactory to operators. 


Sales of furnace coke of good grade 


have been made for March and April 
delivery, y,000 tons at $2.35 and 8,000 
ions at $2.10, prices winch are very 
good considering tlie temper of the 
market a week or two ago. Most sel- 
lers hold prompt coke at higher prices, - 
up,to $2.25, or possibly aljove this. 


Tbe large inquiry for secofcd-half 


coke already reported as in the mar- 
ket is still there, with little prospect 
of coming to a he-ad soon. The fur- 
naces will, of course, need the coke if 
they operate. 
Their 
inquiries are- 


usually for furnace requirements, so 
that ii is not necessary for them to be 
sure they are going to operate, but it 
would appear that at the moment tbey 
are chiefly interested in obtaining in- 
formation.

COAL. ASSESSMENTS 
IN WESTMORELAND COUNTY. 


The 
Westmoreland 
county 
coal 


assessments, as finally revised by the 
Countv Commissioners, are consider- 
ably higher than those of any of the 
other bituminous coal producing conn- 
ties of Southwestern 'Pennsylvania, 
and perhaps justify the Westmoreland 
coal operators and other holders in 
appealing to the courts for redress. 


Tbe coal assessments m-*y or may 


not bear a just relation to the ratio of 
other property assehsmenti in West- 
moreland county. U they do not, they 
are not fair in Westmoreland county"; 
if they do, they are fair nowheraelse. 
This: unfairness, 
however, 
may 
bu 


theoretical rather than ivactical. The 
Statj no longer levies a direct tax on 
land. It is supported largely by tax- 
ation on the despised and persecuted 
corporations. It, ho,vever, it were dit 
[ereut. and the State tax on land were 
say fjve mills, the Westmoreland coun- 
ty coke operators, for example, Trould 
have to pay double ~1he State taxes as-

If. for example, 
property in Westmoreland is assessed 
at double the valuations in Fayette 
county, it will require only half aa 
much millage in Westmoreland county 
to raise the same amount of taxes aa 
it does in Fayette.

OF- RATES AND WAGES. 


The settlement of the 
threatened 


strike of Baltimore & Ohio trainmen 
through the mediation of the Chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the United States Labor Com- 
missioner is highly gratifying to every- 
body and sets a good example to other 
contending interests 


H also suggests the propriety oC ex- 


tending Government Regulation of cer- 
tain corporations to the retulation of 
wages as well as of rates. 
Through 


the Interstate Commerce Commission 
the'Federal Government has undertak- 
en the regulation of rates which the 


patient should be considered. The re- 
lation is unusual. 
When a physician 


undertakes the care and cure of a 
patient he assumes the character of a 
soldier on duty, and he may not re- 
linquish his watchfulness for one mo- 
ment. 


But the physical endurance and pro- 


fessional engagements of a physician 
have their limitations. His private 
business demands a share of his at- 
tention. 
It is, therefore, his reason- 


able and just privilege to intrust.his 
patients, temporarily at least, to the 
care of another physician, wh.o in such 
cases must assume all responsibility. 


Above all. it should be remember- 


ed that physicians are only human, 
and when they have exhausted all 
reasonable efforts; when they have 
put forth their bebt ability, an ability 
which has been certified officially as 
ordinarily competent; when they have 
not wilfully neglected their patients, 
they should not 
be subject 
to the 


trouble and cost of prosecutions for 
malpractise, especially 
when 
such 


prosecutions smack of speculation. 


II any other rule of law is establish- 


ed, the result must be a broad invita-1 
tion to a brood of harpies to bleed the j 
medical profession to such an extent 
that the practise of medicine will be- 
come unpopular and the human race 
may suffer largely in consequence.
